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IN REMEMBRANCE 
JAMES L. BETTON III 
May 20, 1935 - Feb. 12, 1998 

It is with a great amount of sadness that we 
announce the death of James L. Betton III, a dear 
friend and colleague. He died after a sudden heart 
attack while at home at the age of 62. 

Jim was born and raised in Santa Monica, 
the eldest of two sons from the parents of two 
Santa Monica pioneer families. He attended the 
local schools including Santa Monica College 
before attending nearby UCLA where he 
graduated a pre-med major. He served his 
country for six years in the Marine Reserve. 

Jim was a Boy Scout and attained the rank 
of Eagle Scout and received the Order of the Arrow. He later became an assistant Scout 
Master and finally Scout Master. Always with an interest in youngsters, he helped them with 
craft classes at the local YMCA. He annually sponsored the Best Junior Foreign Exhibit by 
the American Numismatic Association. 

Jim became interested in numismatics at an early age when his mother showed him a 


@' of older domestic and foreign coins that his relatives had saved. This grew into a 


passionate pursuit and life-long interest, one that took him around the world many times. 

While touring Europe by motorbike, he learned of the impending sale of coins by King 
Farouk in Egypt and attended that memorable sale. He was lucky to leave the country without 
harm during the civil unrest at that period. At one time, Jim owned a rare 1954 English penny 
and often told of the time that he turned down an offer to buy for $800 one of five 1913 
Liberty head nickels. 

Jim was the editor of Money Talks, a book of articles compiled from the publications 
of the California State Numismatic Association. He was appointed to this position by Charles 
Kappin, with whom Jim stayed in touch, over the years. He also wrote numerous science 
fiction books under the pen name of Keith Laumer. This fact was not widely known, but you 
can still find these at your favourite book store. He recently received an award from the 
Numismatic Association of Southern California, for being the 2nd best editor in 1997 of a 
club bulletin - the Bay Cities Coin Club Bulletin. Jim was a popular speaker at club meetings 
and spoke on a wide variety of numismatic topics. In 1995, he spoke at the CSNA 
Educational Symposium on the 1894 California Mid Winter Exposition. This was the main 
joy of his collecting and it was his intent to donate it, after he passed on, to a museum in. 
northern California. 

Jim briefly owned a coin store with his good friend Lew Upton, but later sold the Santa 


@ Monica business. Later on, he worked in town for Bubar’s Jewelers and for his friend Joel 


Malter in Encino, dealing in ancient and foreign coins. (continued on page four)

He contributed to the archives of the Santa Monica Historical Society just as his 
mother had also done for many years. Jim was one of the founding members of the 
Society for International Numismatics and the driving force of this organization for 
many years. It was his idea that led to the donation of the SIN library to the Getty 
Museum in Los Angeles. 

He was president of the Bay Cities Coin Club (twice), NASC, COIN, Los 
Angeles Coin Club, SIN and active in most local clubs for more years than he wanted 
to remember. He was active in the Canadian Numismatic Association (10 year board 
member), American Numismatic Association, California Exonumist Society. He 
belonged to the American Numismatic Society, San Diego Numismatic Society, Santa 
Barbara Coin Club, West Valley and Culver City clubs, plus many other national and 
international groups in Mexico, Great Britain, the Philippines and more. Awards Jim 
received include the Aubrey Austin Memorial Award from the Bay Cities Coin Club 
(& Life Membership), the Silver Award of Merit from SIN and the Numismatic 
Ambassador Award from Krause Publications. 

On Saturday, February 21, family, friends and neighbours attended a memorial 
service at the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints. Officiating was Bishop 
Norman Hammer. Those speaking were: Paul Betton, Dennis Betton, Mark Metzer, 
Richard Dysart, Joel Malter, Ben Abelson and Raymond Race. After the hour long 
event, everybody was invited to the residence for refreshments. It was a warm, sunny & 
day and most people were out in the yard, as Jim would have wanted. He always took 
care of the yard and everyone was told that they could take any of the many plants he 
lovingly nurtured as a memory of Jim. 

He is survived by his brother, Dennis Betton (323 Alan Circle, Sandy, Utah 
84070), his aunt Stella Atwill (1350 El Hito Circle, Pacific Palisades 90272), his aunt 
Roberta Webb-French (Lake Tahoe), two nephews, one niece and about three dozen 
cousins. 

Donations in Jim’s memory can be made to any of the clubs to which he 
belonged. Jim was laid to rest all too soon at the family plot at Woodlawn Cemetery 
in Santa Monica. 

We will all miss Jim’s little notes and phone calls reminding us of events, friends 
in the hospital or sick at home, funerals to attend, or just checking on us to see how we 
were. He was a very compassionate, caring friend, and we miss him already.

TO BE HELD IN THE NATION’S CAPITAL

HOSTED BY THE CITY OF OTTAWA COIN CLUB

The largest and most important numismatic event to be held in the Nation’s Capital, Ottawa, 
during the last two decades will take place on April 18 and 19, 1998 in conjunction with the 36th 
Annual Convention of the Ontario Numismatic Association (ONA). As well as being a landmark 
event in its own right, it will set the stage for the 50th Annual (Golden Anniversary) Convention 
of the Canadian Numismatic Association (CNA) that will take place in Ottawa in the millennium 
year of 2000. Efforts are under way to ensure that the 2000 event will be the most memorable 
CNA Convention of all time. 


The ONA Convention to be held in April of this year will be hosted by the City of Ottawa Coin 
Club. The ONA is the only truly provincial numismatic association in Canada, and was 
incorporated in 1962 as a non-profit educational and social organization dedicated to the collector 
of coins, tokens and paper money. The ONA’s executive committee has grown to include an 
impressive network of 11 regional directors and it publishes an informative journal (the “Ontario 
Numismatist”) every two months. Over 35 local clubs and numismatic organizations and 
hundreds of individual collectors in Canada and the United States are members of the ONA. The 
customary ONA Club Delegates Breakfast Meeting will take place at the Annual ONA 
Convention at 8:30 a.m. on Sunday, April 19, and the cost will be $6.50 per person. 


The 47 bourse tables for the Ottawa ONA 1998 Convention were sold out long ago, which 
attests to the interest and popularity of the Ottawa venue. Coin bourses provide legendary 
opportunities for filling the gaps in one’s collection as well as for locating that proverbial 
“bargain”, during which a collector’s specialized knowledge can be put to good use. It is widely 
acknowledged that no dealer or collector can be an authority in all fields, and the possibilities of 
finding an underpriced rarity in a dealer’s stock are generally higher than is often realized (e.g., a 
transportation token in the stock of a dealer who specializes in Canadian decimal coins, or a 
foreign banknote in the stock of a Canadian paper money specialist). It is widely accepted in all 
collecting areas that the “thrill of the hunt” is generally more pleasurable than the actual 
acquisition of the item in question, and coins, tokens, medals and paper money are no exceptions 
in this respect. 


In addition to the numismatic bourse, which is the heart of any coin show, there will be numerous 
related activities including (i) a special “floor” tour of the Royal Canadian Mint (maximum of 25 
participants, by pre-registration only), (ii) a “mystery” tour for registrants’ spouses, (iii) free 
admission for registrants to the Bank of Canada’s Currency Museum on the Saturday and 
Sunday, and (iv) meetings of various numismatic clubs and societies (i.e., the Ontario Numismatic 
Association, the Canadian Numismatic Association, the Canadian Association of Token 
Collectors, the Canadian Association of Wooden Money Collectors, and the Canadian Tire 
Corporation Coupon Collectors’ Club). Furthermore, there will be many educational displays 
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(competitive as well as non-competitive) offenng both advanced and novice collectors an 
~ Opportunity to view exceptional, rare and interesting material and to enhance their knowledge of 
numismatics and numismatic history. 


One of the principal highlights of the 36th Annual ONA Convention will be the numismatic 
auction of international calibre to be conducted by Charles D. Moore of California on Saturday, 
April 18 commencing at 2:00 p.m. Mr. Moore has confirmed that approximately 1000 lots of 
choice, rare and affordable Canadian and Newfoundland coins and paper money will be offered to 
the highest bidder, with a total estimated value of about $750,000. Over 750 ICCS and PCGS 
certified decimal coins will be included (the majority being in Mint State condition), as well as 
rare patterns, specimen strikes, major mint errors, large dealer lots, starter sets, proof-like sets. 
collections and general accumulations. Also included will be over 175 lots of scarce and rare 
Dominion of Canada and Chartered Bank paper money, as well as several specimen and proof 
notes from the American Banknote Company Archive sales that were held in New York during 
J989 and 1990. Of particular interest to Ottawa collectors will be a major collection of rarcly- 
encountered Bank of Ottawa notes and those of other Canadian banks (such as the Bank of 
Montreal) overprinted for specific use in Ottawa. Based upon the numerous high-quality public 
auctions conducted by Mr. Moore dunng the last two decades. Ottawa collectors and other 
Visitors to the show are going to be in for a rare treat. Mr. Moore has reported that a separate 
Mail Bid Only auction containing an additional 600 lots will be included in the auction catalozue. 
Contained in the mail bid portion will be literally thousands of coins for the beginning and 
intermediate collector. Copies of the auction catalogue are available from the auctioncer al 
CAN$10.00 cach (which includes prices realized after the sale) -- contact Charles D. Moore.

The 36th Annual ONA Convention will take place at the Citadel Hotel & Convention Centre at 
101 Lyon Street North in downtown Ottawa, just a few minutes walk from Parliament Hill. The 
show times are Saturday, April 18 from 10:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m., and Sunday, April 19 from 
10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. The admission fee for adults will be $2.00, while children under 12 will 
be admitted free of charge. The City of Ottawa Coin Club will have a booth to provide new 
collectors with general information about the hobby and an opportunity to join the various 
numismatic clubs and societies. Official souvenir medals will be struck to commemorate the 36th 
Annual ONA Convention and will be available in 99.9% silver (40 pieces) and in antique bronze 
(75 pieces) at a cost of $35 and $10 each respectively. 
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
